Mr.  Reford,  the  Secretary,  read  the  min¬ 
utes  of  the  previous  meeting,  and  they  were 
approved. 

The  first  business  of  importance  was  the 
introduction  by  a  gentleman  from  the  AVest 
End  of  the  following  resolution  : 

Rnnltfil,  That  a  committee  of  five  he  ap¬ 
pointed  by  this  meeting,  whose  duty  it  shall 
be  to  procure  the  draft  of  a  bill  to  l>e  pre¬ 
sented  to  the  present  Legislature,  authoriz¬ 
ing  the  Township  Committee  or  a  commis¬ 
sion  to  determine  the  location  and  grade  of 
streets  now  existing,  and  of  those  winch 
»  in  the  future  in  this  tow  nship  or 
rtions  of  it  as  shall  Is*  deemed  expe¬ 
dient. 

The  gentleman  offering  the  resolution,  in 
advocating  its  favorable  consideration  by 
the  meeting,  endeavored  to  show  the  impor¬ 
tance  of  immediate  action  in  regal'd  to  our 
streets  ;  he  thought  that  the  economy  which 
would  be  gained  by  such  action  would  urge 
it  npon  alL  The  speaker  took  his  audience 
to  Boston,  and  showed  them  the  narrow  and 
crooked  streets  of  tnat  eastern  eity,  as  an 
example  of  what  Bloomfield  might  expect 
to  have  unless  measures  were  at  once  adopt¬ 
ed  to  secure  uniformity  and  regularity  in 
the  laying  out  and  grading  of  our  new 
streets. 

The  only  objection  inter]*****!  against  the 
adoption  of  the  resolution  was  the  want  of 
time  necessary  to  get  the  bill  ready  and 
passed  by  the  Legislature  during  the  pres¬ 
ent  session. 

It  was  shown,  however,  that  there  was 
yet  sufficient  time  to  secure  the  passage  of 
the  bill. 

A  citizen  from  Park  avenue,  earnestly  de¬ 
precated  the  putting  off  of  this  matter  until  a 
more  convenient  season  ;  he  thought  all 
must  see  the  importance  of  iuimec  iate  ac¬ 
tion,  and"  hoped  it  would  be  uttemled  to  at 
once. 

A  gentleman  from  Fairview  also  objected 
tp  awaiting  the  next  session  of  the  Legisla¬ 
ture,  and  affirmed  there  never  had  been 
presented  to  the  people  u  measure  of  more 
importance. 

He  followed  in  a  brief  but  comprehensive 
appeal  which  was  received  with  a  *  storm  of 
applause. 

The  resolution  was  adopted  without  a  dis¬ 
senting  voice,  and  the  meeting  proceeded  to 
vote  for  the  committee.

Fall  of  a  Church. 

On  Sunday  last,  tfie  roof  of  the  New  York 
Presbyterian  ChurchJ  on  the  southwest  cor¬ 
ner  of  Thompson  and  West  Houston  streets, 
gave  way  beneath  tl^e  damp,  heavy  snow 
upon  it,  and  fell  with  a  terrific  crash,  crash¬ 
ing  the  greater  part  cif  the  walls  and  hurling 
a  mass  of  broken  tim1>er,  bricks  and  mortar 
ui>on  the  adjacent  sidewalks  and  street  rail¬ 
road  frocks.  Although  there  were  about  fif¬ 
teen  persons,  one  halt  of  whom  were  chil¬ 
dren,  in  the  basement  of  the  building,  and 
a  considerable  number  passing  along  the 
street  close  by,  no  onp  was  injured.  Sexton 
Joseph  Greer  and  liii  family,  consisting  of 
four  adults,  were  in  apartments  in  the  Imse- 
ment  structure  iu  which  they  reside.  John 
Todd,  of  No.  75  East  Fourth  street,  and  his 
wife  and  two  little  children,  who,  in  conse¬ 
quence  of  tlie  storm,  had  remained  after  the 
morning  service  in  order  to  attend  Sunday 
school  at  2  P.  M.,  were  in  the  lecture  Worn 
in  the  basement,  and  six  or  seven  young 
girls,  pupils  of  the  school,  had  just  arrived. 
One  of  the  latter  was  entering  tlie  building 
almost  at  the  very  moment  of  tlie  crash, 
and  narrowly  escaped  instant  death. 

The  walls,  in  idling,  were  forced  outward, 
while  the  timlwrs  of  the  roof  caught  upon  a 
portion  of  tljfe  walls  not  demolished  in  such 
a  manner  that  the  main  floor  of  the  church 
was  enabled  to  resist  the  pressure  of  the 
ruins,  and  to  protect  the  inmates  of  the 
basement,  which  was  almost  entirely  unin¬ 
jured.  The  upper  lialf  of  the  Wall,  and  till 
the  furniture  ami  fixtures  of  the  audience 
room,  including  a  new  organ,  were  totally 
destroyed,  involving  an  estimated  loss  of 
about  $^30,000,  the  fire  insurance  on  which 
is  of  no  avail  against  damage  of  this  nature. 
The  building  was  of  brick,  ,  with  brown 
stone  trimmings,  and  was  erected  alsmt 
forty  years  ago.  It  covered  an  area  ulsmt 
50  by  75  fuet,  oml  its  roof,  which  was  flat, 
was  without  supporting  columns,  and  was 
only  sustained  by  light  truss  work.  The 
walls  were  dangerously  thin,  and  of  some¬ 
what  flimsy  construction.  The  lecture  room, 
recently  refitted  at  an  expense  of  81,200, 
was  not  damaged.
